It was 
for this reason that Canada at last year’s General 
Assembly took the lead in the successful negotia- 
tions that resulted in the admission of sixteen new 
member nations

aspirations. May its efforts be crowned with success 
for therein lies our best and surest hope that the 
youth of today will find increased opportunities for 
a full and abundant life in a world at peace.

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MY TRIP TO NEW YORK

My brief association with the United Nations in 
action widened my knowledge and understanding 
of the importance of the organization to every 
human being more than words can convey. | owe a 
deep debt of gratitude to the Board of Education 
for giving me this unforgettable and irreplaceable 
experience.

UNITED NATIONS SEMINAR 


Last spring, after the final exams, Susan Ross, 
Alex Gerenser, and Barbara Buchanan attended the 
United Nations Seminar held in London at the 
University of Western Ontario, The purpose of this 
Seminar was to give High School students from all 
over Ontario an aceurate knowledge of the U.N. 
Organization and a better understanding of the 
problems facing it. 


Our chairman for the whole three day pro- 
gramme was Dr. Gwynne-Timothy, a member of 
the University staff and a wonderful person who 
quickly gave the Seminar its air of informality and 
made everyone feel “right at home.” : 


Rach day we heard different speakers talk on 
various aspects of the United Nations—it organiza- 
tion in 1945, its leaders, and its work in economic 
and social fields. Afterwards we were divided into 
smaller Seminar groups where we discussed that 
day's speech and, more often, heatedly argued over 
some controversial subject. We also saw films— 
some from the 2nd World War, and, in particular, 
a Russian propaganda film taken on May Day. 


EXPEDITION TEN 


On January 28th representatives from Grade 10 
went to the Municipal Court Building, the Registry 
Office, and the Supreme Court. 


The Municipal Court Building which was the 
first to be visited was in every concept what we 
expected it to be. Mr. Grant, the President of the 
Essex County Bar Association, explained the dif- 
ferent courts of the country and what cases would 
come under the jurisdiction of each. We visited the 
court of Magistrate Hanrahan, while in session and 
heard an inspiring talk on the importance of our 
visit. 

Then with transportation provided by Mr. Grant, 
Mr. Walter, Mr. Arnott and Mr. Unger we reached 
the Registry Office. We were shown the method of 
recording all the land transactions in Essex County 
since the lots were divided in the early 1800's, and 
the four methods of filing the deeds—hand written, 


typed, photostated and the most modern, micro- 
filmed. 


The Supreme Court was last on the agenda. Mr. 
Grant showed us the duties of the officers of the 
court and where they are situated during an actual 
trial. He also told us how one should act if he were 
a Witness or a defendant. 


Among the sites visited by the Grade 10 pupils of 
Kennedy this year was the City Council on Febru- 
ary 7. At the City Hall we were shown the various 
departments and how they operate. The business 
machines in the Taxation department especially 
interested the commercial students. 

When the Council meeting commenced, Mayor 
Patrick welcomed us with a few kind words and 
invited us to occupy the seats along the sides of 
the Council Chamber. From here we heard the vari- 
ous discussions which were on the agenda. 

The first of these was the Gypsy problem which 
involved a hearing and a short debate. Another was 
the disposal problem in Ward Five. All of this we 
followed on our “Minutes of the Day” with which 
we were provided. % 

All in all, we students feel that we spent a highly 
educational and pleasant evening and wish to ex- 
press our thanks to Mayor Patrick and the Council 
for making it possible, Mr. Mahon who accompanied 
us, and Mr. Walter who made the arrangements.

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A DAY OF BATTLE 


A silvery trumpet call echoes in the mediaeval 
dawn from the ancient walled city. It threads easily 
through the forest, bounces over the plain, and is 
answered by the blare of a bugle from the shining 
white ranks of the besiegers, drawn up in battle 
array on the horizon. A regiment of white infantry 
advances, and the gates of the city swing open to 
release an equal number of foot-soldiers from the 
attacked city. black armour glowing in the brilliant 
sun. Swords glitter, and the ring of metal resounds 
over the plain. 


A knight on a white charger gallops out to support 
the white infantry, and the sound of other hoofs 
announces that another knight on a black stallion is 
approaching from the city to help his beleagured 
comrades. More men close in from both sides, and 
the battle is on. Silken banners wave in the breeze, 
and the sound of cavalry charges is joined with the 
whistling of arrows from the battlements. The white 
champion joins the battle, a shining giant deyastat- 
ingly swinging a battle-axe about him. The black 
forces fall back, but surge forward again as a cheer 
echoes from the walls of the city. The black cham- 
pion stalks forth, a Hercules in his glowing armour, 
a black tassel flying from the pike on his helmet, 


A ery is heard, The white champion is trapped. 
Desperately fighting, he swings his spiked mace 
murderously about him, and many of his enemy fall 
on the crimson ground, He fights with fury born of 
desperation, but it is in vain, He is cornered by a 
phalanx of swordsmen. They close in. A terrible 
ery echoes over the blood-drenched field, und it is 
all over. 


Now, the black forces rally. They drive ferocious- 
ly upon the white position, and the ground reddens 
around the demoralized attackers. Men with horrible 
gashes in their armour lie everywhere, and the 
ground about them slowly turns a deeper red. The 
air whistles as wave after wave of black arrows find 
their mark. The battle becomes a rout. 


The black forces drive ever harder upon the white 
position. Many great warriors fight and fall on both 
sides, and by now the black forces are seen deep in 
white territory. The commander's guard forms up 
before his quarters, determined to resist to the last, 
but the battle is already lost. Wave after wave of 
cavalry breaches the flanks and closes in on the 
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hapless would-be attackers. The guards draw their 
spears, and desperately await the attack that is 
inevitable. 

This final battle is the bloodiest of all. Time after 
time the attack is repulsed, but time is running out 
for the defenders. Unknown to the black forces. 
however, the white commander has succeeded in 
slipping one of his men out, carrying a plea for 
reinforcements, A fresh regiment flying the white 
banner appears on the horizon. 


With new strength, the white forces counter- 
attack. The black forces retreat for a moment, and 
then, regrouped, prepare to meet the new threat. 
Ostensibly attacking the commander's guard, they 
mManoeuver into position so that archers on the 
battlements have a clean shot at the new-come regi- 
ment. The bloody field resounds with the “thunk” 
of striking arrows, and the new regiment is deci- 
mated. Now the attack turns with new earnest 
upon the commander. Speeding shafts fly over the 
field as both forces lock in a life-and-death struggle; 
blood flows like water, and sweaty dust hovers over 
the scarlet earth. Bending blades bite into bucklers, 
and steel shafts spin through the tense air as an 
unheard of fury besets both sides. A broadsword 
swings, and a terrible cry echoes as a mace is 
raised—and swung down. 


The white troops are helpless against the over- 
whelming power of the forces that they themselves 
had goaded into battle. The guards fight magnifi- 
cently, but the black champion struggles around the 
end and throws himself upon the defenders. He 
fights viciously, and furious strokes of his sword 
fell many of the guard.
